Winter renewed its icy attack on 
Atlanta Tuesday, as freezing blasts 
sent the mercury tumbling down to 
18 degrees, its lowest December read- 
ing since 1929, A forecast of 12 for 
early this morning, if it materializes, 
will mean the coldest December weath- 
zer in nine years. The extreme cold 
snap Tuesday extended throughout the 
nation, bringing death to scores, and 
hospitals all over the country were 
busy treating victims of exposure, 

Extending from Maine to Florida 
the unusual cold wave was attributed 
by weather officials to a high pres- 
sure aréa, originating in the north- 
west and moving in a southeasterly 
‘direction across the country. Dixie's 
suffering was brought about when 
the unusual atmospheric “high” cen- 
tered itself over Arkansas. 

The freezing temperature belt en- 
velops the entire country, gxcept for 
the southern tip of Florida and lower 
California. Tampa's low temperature 
of 38 for Monday is expected to fall 
to 32 by this morning, bringing light

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 11. 
Despite the “disastrous drouth,” Ches- 
ter C. Davis, administrator of the 
agricultural adjustment act, said to- 


for which control programs were car- 
ried out are-still ample or more than 
ample.”

uing subsidy” would damage agricul- 
ture. 

Addressing the convention on the 
topic “Marketing Agreements and 
Licenses,” H. R. Tolley, assistant ad- 
ministrator and program planning 
director of the AAA, advocated co- 
operative action” by farmers.

As secretary of the Nevada Farm 
Bureau, Mrs. Bovette assisted in the 
organization of the Verdi farm com- 
munity center in 1922, has been a 
director of the Washoe county 
(Nevada) Farm Bureau since 1923 
and has been active in tax organiza- 


tions, home and community clubs and 
rural rehabilitation work.

A legislative measure designed to 
create a municipal housing authori- 
ty with power to clear Atlanta's 
slums and rebuild clean, healthy low- 
cost houses, was formulated Tuesday 
night by a special housing authority 
committee and will be presented at 
the next session of the state legisla- 
ture after it has been considered by 
city council. ) 

The bill. as drawn up by Max 
Cuba, chairman of the special com- 
mittee, and its ‘members, would give 
the municipal housing authority the 
right to issue bonds to finance slum 
clearance and the power to admin- 
ister the operation of the low-cost 
houses, Raymond W. Torras, 
planning engineer, who acted as sec- 
retary of the committee, said Tues- 
day night. 

Figures compiled in recent eity- 
wide surveys revealed that erime and 
disease result from slums and the 
municipal housing authority was pro- 
posed to do away with such ‘centers 
of social disturbance. 

The recommendation of the inves- 
tigating committee will be taken be- 
fore council at its next meeting and 
is to be given to the Fulton county 
delegation to bring before the state 
legislature.

TALK ON PROIECT 
FOR ITALY BARED 


Parley Arranged by High 
Army Officers on Plan 
To Help Rome Build 
Poison Gas Plant. 


WASHINGTON. Dec. 11.—(#)—A 
White House conference on the ad- 
visability of helping Italy build a 
poison gas plant, arranged for the 
du Pont eumpany by ranking army 
officers, was disclosed today by the 
senate munitions committee as one re- 
sult of a close company relationship 
with the war department.

Herbert Hoover also was mention- 
ed again, -with testimony that in 
1928 he declined to revive a commit- 
tee >of munitions men formed at his 
suggestion in 1925 preliminary to the 
Geneva arms control convention of 
that year. 

The arms makers urged him to do 
so in connection with embargo legis- 
lation then pending in congress, but 
he turned down the suggestion. 

There was testimony also that du 
Pont officials conferred with both war 
and navy department officers in ‘op- 
position to a proposal for an arms 
embargo in 1932, and also about the 
Nye resolution authorizing the inquiry 
now in progress. One du Pont wit- 
ness, K. K. V. Casey, asserted, how- 
ever, that these matters had merely 
been called to the attention of offi- 
cials and that the company had not 
opposed them.

Ransom Demands Made 
by Gangster, Haupt- 
mann Defense Charges. 


FLEMINGTON, N. J. Dee. 11— 
( defense in the Lindbergh 
kidnap-slaying ense today asserted that 
one of the ransom notes which Colo- 
nel Charles A. Lindbergh received was 
written, not by Bruno Richard Haupt- 
mann, but by a New Jersey carpen- 
ter with gangster affiliations. 

“The second note was written and 
mailed by a member of the gang who 
had been a Jersey carpenter,” said 
Chief Defense Counsel Edward J. 
Reilly. 


He followed this statement with a 
declaration that “if the hands of the 
police in the Lindbergh case had not 
been tied, the case would have been 
cleaned w n 48 hours.” He charged 
Colonel arles A. Lindbergh with 
refusing to accept police assistance, 
and promised to call Governor A. 
Harry Moore and police officials at 
the trial to testify on these phases 
of the case. 

Attorney-General David T. Wilentz 
said he would “like an opportunity to 
study the newspaper accounts of Mr. 
Reilly’s statements.“ 


“Then the state will determine 
whether to investigate,” he said. 

These developments climaxed a day 
which saw Hauptmann brought unex- 


pectedl. into court and the presence 
of 150 prospective jurors, so that he 


might hear preliminary discussion on 
the motion of his attorneys for a bill 
of particulars from the state on the 


indictment that he murdered the Lind-

Weather Forecaster George W. 
Mindling said that he expected the 
weather to show a tendency towards

temperature. Fair weather is expected 
for the next several days. 

A heavy snowfall covered Chicago 
and other lake-front cities, the en- 
tire Ohio and Michigan shore line 
shivering under near-zero tempera- 
ture. Toledo reported 4 and Buffalo 
6 early Tuesday morning. The south's 
snowfall, while embracing most of the 
states south of the Mason-Dixon line, 


d| was limited in most part to occasional 


flurries, the heaviest being on the 
Carolina and Virginia coast. 
Below 20 in South. 

The thermometer established an av- 
erage of below 20 in Georgia, Ala- 
bama and Mississippi on Tuesday, 
while the south central states piled 
on extra loads of coal to offset the 
10 to 18-degree weather prevailing in 
Tennessee, Kentucky and Arkansas. 
Louisville reported 12 and Asheville 
14, as winter smote its fiercest blow 
of the year. Memphis and Nashville 
reported 16, while Little Rock and 
Raleigh, N. C., matched Atlanta's 
mark of 18. 

Records for past years are not nec- 
essary to convince Atlantans that this 
is a near-record-breaking wintry siege. 
This time a year ago the mercury 
hovered between 51 and 61, while the 
coldest mark for the whole month of 
December was only 22. On Decem- 
ber 20, 1920. the thermometer drop- 
ped to 13; December 9, 1927 is re- 
corded as 14, while 5 and 8 degrees 
during December of 1925 and 1917 
remain the coldest reading for this 
century during the holiday month. 

Meteorologists at Loss. 

As to the primary causes of such 
unusual cold in this latitude, even ex- 
perienced meteorologists are at loss 
for an explanation. The fact remains 
that whenever the barometer indicates 
a lower air pressure in one area than 
in those adjacent to it, cold weather 
invariably prevails throughout that 
territory. 

This drop in temperature is a 
source of serious concern to southern 
agriculturists, particularly the. Florida 
fruit growers, who have been advised 
by weather forecasters to place smudge 
pots throughout the citrus belt. Some 
damage already has heen caused by 
the severe frosts extending into the 
semi-tropical portions of the south- 
east. Miami reported 49 degrees for 
Tuesday morning, with every indica- 
tion of a further drop. 

Automobilists have been warned by 
Forecaster Mindling here to observe 
especial precaution against their r 
ode was wrought by Tuesday's 18-de, 
gree low. Householders as well at 
advised by the government meteorolo- 
gist to guard against exposed water 
pipes freezing and bursting as a con- 
sequence. 

Snow Falls in Florida. 

Brief falls of snow were noted at 
Tampa and Jacksonville and adjacent 
countryside but melted as fast as it 
struck the ground. It was the first 
snow seen in. Tampa in 28 years. 
Flurries have been re ported . in Jack 
sonville during previous winters but 
Tuesday's which lasted about five min- 
utes, was the first officially confirm- 
ed by the weather bureau since 1920. 

Jacksonville expected a minimum of 
22 degrees. The forecast for north- 
ern Florida from Jacksonville to Pen- 
sacola was 25 to 28 degrees. Through 
the north central section, as far south 
as Eustis, 24 to 26 degrees was ex- 
pected. : 

Below freezing weather, with heavy 
to killing frosts, was seen for the 
entire Everglades country, heart of a 
rich truck garden industry. 

Already. great damage has been 
done vegetables from the cold of three 
days past. The Florida state mar- 
keting bureau reported Everglades 
beans have been destroyed 25 per 
cent, most of the damage being 
around the southern shore of the 
lake. 

Pompano Area Hit. 

The pompano area, along the east 
coast. had an experience similar to 
the Everglades country. The Hardee 
county section lost 10 to 20 per cent 


of peppers.

Bok’s plan called for resignation of 
all the present board members and 
reorganization of that body—with 
which Stokowski in his resignation 
said he had had “deep-lying differ- 
ences —in a way that would assure 
greater sympathy with the conductor 
and thus assure his return in 1936.

HEALTH TALKS

HOW ABOUT THE CHILD'S POS- 
TURE? 


Four grades of profile posture are 
recognized, namely excellent or A, 
good or B, poor or C and bad or D. 
Similarly the anterior posture is grad- 
excellent or I, good or II, poor 
or III and bad or IV. 

According to Dr. C. Ulysses Moore, 
of Portland, Oregon, who is a recog- 
nized authority, not one person in a 
thousand has A I posture. In exam- 
ining a great many children Dr. Moore 
found a 4-H Health club girl who had 
“the most natural and unassumingly 
perfect profile” he had ever seen. Her 
anterior 
in every y except the arches of the 
feet, which ‘wad together and obliter- 
ated the normally open space extend- 
ing from the internal malleoli (ankle 
bones) to the great toes. So she wa 
graded as having an A II — 
that is, excellent Noelle but just a 
good anterior. This girl won the Ore- 
gon state contest and the interstate 
4-H club contest for 1932. 


Another girl won in similar contests 
in 1929, though her posture was grad- 
ed B IJ. When her picture was taken 
in profile she threw back her shoul- 
ders “as if she had been taught to 
do so.” That gave her more sway- 
back than she normally has, So she 
was graded B on her profile posture. 

Dr. Moore teaches that it is a mis- 
take to instruct children to throw 
back their shoulders. Never mind the 
shoulders—just keep the chest up and 
forward and the—er—the belly in. 

I agree as to the shoulders, but 1 
think it is pretty tiring work holding 
the chest up and the belly in. It is 
simpler, and easier, as it seems to me, 
to pay no attention to your chest or 
your belly, but to keep your chin 
tucked inside of an imaginary high 
collar and imagine you are toting on 
your head a great basket loaded with 
fruit or a jar filled with water. In- 
deed I believe it is excellent posture 
practice to ca some such weight on 
alance it there with 
little or no help from your hands. 

Consciously striving to hold in the 
belly—oh, have it “stomach” or ab- 
domen' if you're so darned prudish— 
tends to interfere with natural breath- 
ing, I think. Natural breathing is 
belly breathing, not chest; diphragmat- 
ic, not costal. Perhaps Dr. 
instructions and mine are just two 
different ways of achieving the same 
thing, as some colleagues say. Not 
that I know an about it-or pre- 
tend fo be an * I'm just 
giving my n am only an 
amateur. 

The test of profile posture is a 
plumb line which should pass through 
the auditory meatus (opening of ear 
canal) the acromion (hony tip of 
shoulder), the greater 2. "hip 
prominence of femur) and the exter- 
nal malleolus (ankle bone).

VilI—More About the Piano. 

The Christians who fought in the 
Crusades failed to win lasting pow- 
er over Palestine; but during their 
travels they learned things which

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One of the Christofori pianos dating 
back more than two centuries. 


One thing which the knights 
brought back was the “dulcimer. 
This instrument was either unknown, 


the Crusades. Afterward it became 
popular. The name means sweet 
melody,” and the _ tight-stretched 
strings gave off soft and ~ pleasing 
sounds when struck with small ham- 
mers or sticks. 

We have seen how the harpsichord 
came to be in Europe. It grew chiet- 
ly from the harp, but it had keys to 
cause the strings to be twitched, © 

During or about the year 1710, an 
Italian named Christofori brought 
forth a pion more like the modern 
type. Like the old-time harpsichord, 
it had a keyboard and strings. but 
the strings were not twitched. They 
were pounded with little hammers or 
mallets. The pounding was brought 
about by touching the keys. 

Thus the story of the piano goes 


back to the düleimer, as well as to 
the harpsichord. The dulcimer has a 
sounding board, It is not a harp, 
but we may call it a distant cousin 
of the harp. 

Christofori is given eredit for tak- 
ing this great step in the invention 
of the modern piano; but a German 
and a Frenchman worked on the 
same plan, and it seems that they 
did so before they knew what the 
Italian had done. A museum at Fior- 


ence, Italy, owns a piano made by 


Christofori. Another piano made by 


‘him is in the Metropolitan museum, 
New York city. 


In former times it was the custom 
to call a piano a “pianoforte,” and 
the old name is used by some per- 
sons now. “Pia e means “soft- 
strong,” and points to the fact that 
the piano gives a wider range of sound 
than the harpsichord. Ways were 
found to keep the strings from vibrat- 
ing too long after being struck with 
the small hammers. 

If we lift the lid of a grand piano 
it is easy to see that the strings are 
held in a framework in the genera! 
shape of a harp. Some are 
only a few inches long, while rs 
have a length of several feet. The 
short strings give forth high, tinkling 
notes. Loud, heavy notes come from 
long, thick strings. 5 

Eighty-eight is the common um- 
ber of keys for a piano, but pi 
are built with more keys than that, 
and with fewer, Brass wires, were 
used at one time for the strings, but 
they gave place to steel. In some 
pianos, fine copper wire is wrapped 
around the cords which give the heavy 
bass notes. di

mittee of the Southern Intercolleciate 
Athletic Association in barring 8. I. 
A. A. members from competing with 
Oglethorpe University in athletics to- 
day met protests from two sides. 

In Atlanta Frank Anderson, Ogle- 
thorpe athletic director, characterized 
the action as a “bunder” and a se- 
rious injustice” to Oglethorpe. 

Later, Oscar Causey, Howard Col- 
lege faculty director of athletics. said 
he would attempt to get permission 
to carry out a current two-year foot- 
ball contract with Oglethorpe. despite 
the statement of Dr. J. W. Provine, 
of Mississippi College and’ S. I. A. A. 
president, that the committee's action 
was “final.” 

NOT A MEMBER. 

In announcing the action, taken at 
an early morning meeting today, Dr. 
Provine said that Oglethorpe. was not 
a member of any athletic association 
and not a member of the Southern 
Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools. 

Anderson’s statement did not touch 
on these points, but stated “this ac- 
tion originated from protests” against 
the playing by Rollins College last 
fall of certain men “hereafer proved 
to be ineligible.” . 

Causey predicted Mercer University 
of Macon, Ga., also an C. I. A. 
member would also attempt to get ex- 
ecutive committee approval for a game 
with Oglethorpe. Mercer and Howard 
were two members called by name by 
Dr. Provine in stating that contracts 
would have to be canceled under the 
ruling of the committee. 

Questioned as to whether Howard 
would “pull out” of the S. I. A. A., 
Mr. Causey said that Howard “is pre- 
pared to make sacrifices to remain a 
member of the S. I. A. A. and I have 
no intentions of . recommending this 
action.” 

PLAYERS ELIGIBLE, 

Anderson said his protest of the 
Rollins football players was followed 
by a letter from W. S. Anderson, re- 
tiring vice president of the second 
district of the S. I. A. A. and dean of 
Rollins, which questioned elizibility of 
two Oglethorpe players who were 
graduates of Bowdon College.

Suggestions ranging from an en- 
larged federal enforcement agency to 
state compacts for apprehending law- 
breakers, were received by the 500 
men and women summoned to Wash- 
ington. by Attorney-General Cummings 
to fashion weapons against the under- 
world. ; 

While these proposals were being 
translated into resolutions for adop- 
tion later, the delegates-were told by 
J. Edgar Hoover, director of the di- 
vision of investigation: 

“No greater forward step could be 
taken by this conference than a de 
termined effort toward the utter di- 
vorcement of politics from the appre- 
hension, the punishment and the de- 
tention of criminals. Not until this 
separation has been accomplished will 
lawbreakers be forced to obey our 
statutes.” 

Crime Compacts Urged. 

The suggestion that states enter 
into crime compacts was advanced by 
Gordon Dean, special attorney of the 
justice department. It was immediate- 
ly indorsed by Newton D. Baker, for- 
mer secretary of war, and by Peter 
J. Siccardi, president of the Inter- 
national Association of Chiefs of Po- 
lice. 

Siccardi said off the convention 
floor that he expected eventually to 
see an enlarged justice department in- 
vestigative staff, equipped with modern 
crime detection facilities, which would 
be available to all local communities.
